PEDIGREE 


A seedling taken from a Bed of Haveland, ce Michael’s Early 
and Victor Walker. 
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DESCRIPTION 
Medium to very large; a bright light red; does not become dark; very 
productive; firm and of high quality; season, medium early; ripens here 
with Klondyke; resembles Haveland, but much larger and firmer; blos- 
soms, bisexual or perfect. This berry will grade with any of our large 
berries and is the largest and finest Earty Berry to ripen here. No 
plants are barren, all will set fruit.

PEDIGREE 


A seedling taken from a bed of Buback; fertilized with Michael’s 
Early and Victor Walker. 


DESCRIPTION 


The LarGesr of all EARLY BERRIES; a bright shining red; does not 
fade; firm; will ship; very productive; ripens with Michael’s Early, but 
holds out longer and is more productive; habits of groth same as Michael’s 
but foliage much darker, and plant more stockier; flowers, bisexual or 
perfect. 

The originator will say that, after having raised and tested 
more than one hundred seedlings in the past seventeen years, he has dis- 
carded all of them, but the two herein described; of which he finds a de- 
cided improvement over all early berries yet tested in this country. 
Growing berries for profit considered of which is his profession, he would 
ask that any one so interested give these two seedlings a trial: believing 
he is offering the two best early berries yet introduced.
